Wuicu should the manufacturer prefer—an accu- 
mulation of orders oran accumulation of stock? The 
answer is easy. 











One good turn deserves another and the tinner 
whose queries are answered through our columns is 
usually ready to answer the inquiries of others when 
he possesses the desired information. 








REcENT reports of a break in prices of copper metal, 
it appears, should have been taken with a grain of 
salt. As the Statist says, “It will be time enough to 
believe in a lowering of metal prices when current 
producticn is being offered under the market.” 








Over a million immigrants landed on our shores 
last’ year, bringing with them, in addition to their 
earning ability and productive capacity, more than 
$25,000,000 in actual money that was produced for 
the inspection of the government immigration agents. 
As a matter of fact, few immigrants will reveal, even 
to the government officers, the exact amount of money 
which they have in their possession, and it is alto- 
gether probable that the $25,000,000 named could be 
at least doubled without exaggerating the amount 
of cash brought in by the newcomers. 








AMERICAN manufacturers of machinery used in 
British factories are deeply interested in a bill which 
has passed its second reading in the House of Com- 
mons as a government measure. The bill seeks to 
compel such manufacturers to make in Great Britain 
the machinery which they sell or lease in that country. 
It is supported by both political parties: and will 
eventually become law, but it is doubted whether it 
will be effective in attaining its object. Its supporters 
‘avor stringent regulations to secure the manufacture 
n British soil of all the machinery used in British 
manufacture. 
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IN THE piping times of peace the wise statesman 

prepares for war. The very fact that war does not 

threaten leaves him time to devise plans 

eo to meet it when it comes, and gives him 

Not Stock. an opportunity for calm deliberation as 

to the best methods of marshaling his 

country’s forces and resources for purposes of offense 
or defense. 


When war comes it finds the country governed: by 
wise and farsighted statesmanship ready for the fray. 
No crisis can arise for which true statesmanship is 
unprepared; no war can come and catch it unawares. 

It is with business, in the ordinary acceptation of 
the term, just as it is with the business of govern- 
ment. The wise business man prepares for times of 
stress and storm, not when the clouds begin to darken 
and the chilling winds to blow, but when the bright 
sunshine of prosperity floods the land in all its 
beneficence and the sky is blue. 


Why should the nation when at peace prepare for 
war? Why should the statesman take advantage of 
the period of quiet to prepare for the period of storm? 
Simply because when all is bright and prosperous 
the foundations of future strength must be laid, or 
they will be found sadly lacking when the time of 
trial comes. 


The manufacturer who is content to drop out of 
sight, as far as publicity is concerned, when his order 
book is full and his plant busy, is, to say the least, 
short-sighted. In the natural order of things a change 
must come and the time will surely arise when he will 
need all the aids he can possibly summon to keep his 
factory busy if he drops out of sight or ceases adver- 
tising when times are good and orders abound. 

In a state of normal calm the opportunity is afford- 
ed to consider ways and means to prepare for war and 
to take the necessary steps to place the country in a 
state of complete preparedness. 


The normal condition of the manufacturer is or 
should be to have his order book filled with orders 
and his factory busy to its utmost limit. 

In business the state of normal calm is when the 
sky is blue o’erhead and the balmy breezes of pros- 
perity fan the heated brow of the busy man. 


War begins with the manufacturer when orders be- 
gin to fail and the busy hum of machinery in his 
factory is gradually hushed and workpeople are laid 
off and money becomes tight and the cool chill of ad- 
versity is felt—and then is the time when the manu- 
facturer needs the benefit of all the advertising he can 
possibly do in the days of prosperity when the machin- 
ery is worked to its fullest capacity and the order-book 
is full. 

We sometimes hear a manufacturer say: “Why 
should I advertise? Times are good, business is 
plenty, and I have more orders on hand than I can fill. 
Why should I advertise?” 

It is a grave mistake to cease to advertise when 
times are good and factories fully employed. That is 
the time when the wise manufacturer keeps his name 
and his goods prominently before his trade, so that he 
may derive the full benefit of the publicity when the 
business skies become overcast. That is the time 
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when the wise man amasses a store of publicity upon 
which he can draw when times change for the worse. 

It is well for the manufacturer, not only to have his 
order-books full, but to keep them full in foul as well 
as in favorable weather. To this end he must not 
drop out of sight when times are good, for if he does 
he will simply have so much lost ground to recover 
when the winds of adversity begin to blow and he 
seeks to rehabilitate himself and his goods in the 
public eye. 

The manufacturer should have orpERS on hand, not 
stock! Every consideration of personal interest re- 
quires him to observe this principle, It is no argument 
at all—or rather, it is an argument filled with fallacy— 
to say.that one does not need to advertise because one’s 
order-book is full. 

To accumulate orders by constant, persistent adver- 
tising is the best and only wise policy for the manu- 
facturer. To accumulate stock is the reverse of wise. 

The wise virgins had their coal oil ready when the 
emergency came, but the foolish virgins were caught 
napping, with all grocery stores closed and no chance 
to secure a supply at the eleventh hour. 

The field from which the manufacturer is to draw 
his orders when an emergency arises must be made 
and cultivated during the period of prosperity. Adver- 
tising when times are good is therefore absolutely 
essential, if only as a wise precaution. 





For jobbers of hardware the present era of good 
times offers a golden opportunity. While the man- 
ufacturer should have orders on hand and not stock, 
it is the businesslike plan of most jobbers to carry 
large stocks for the accommodation of the retail trade. 

The wise jobber will watch the market with the 
utmost care and seek in every possible way to antici- 
pate the wants of the dealers in his territory. It is his 
province to carry on hand a sufficient stock of staples 
and specialties to satisfy all possible requirements of 
his trade. When the jobber buys in large quantities 
he is able to secure prices from the manufacturer that 
enable him in turn to give the retailers the benefit of 
prices as low as they can reasonably expect. 

In times like this, when factories are crowded with 
orders and deliveries are slow, retailers can often af- 
ford to pay the jobber his differential rather than 
await delivery from the factory direct. Frequently, 


- too, such buying from the jobber results in securing 


an actually cheaper price than would otherwise be 
paid. 

Jobbers who carry a large stock of goods are able 
at times to sell them to advantage and also to give 
to the retailer benefits which would otherwise be im- 
possible for him to reap.

RANDOM NOTES AND SKETCHES.

It was an English financier of the seventeenth cen- 
tury, we are told, who first gave utterance to the re- 
mark, “Take care of the pence, for the pounds will 
take care of themselves.” 

Now this financier, according to Lord Chesterfield, 
was “a very covetous, sordid fellow,” of a class typi- 
fied by Dr. Johnson when he said, “That fellow seems 
to me to possess but one idea, and that is the wrong 
one.” But his remark has passed into an adage and 
has become the guiding rule of many men whose sole 
object in life is the pursuit of the elusive dollar. 

Translated into modern terms, the basic idea of the 
old financier’s remark was and is that no opportunity 
of adding to one’s store should be lost,—that a penny 
saved here and a penny saved there lead to ultimate 
wealth. Carried out to the letter, as well as in spirit, 
this is the idea that obsesses the conventional miser, 
whose sole pleasure and satisfaction are found in his 
miserable hoard. To add to that hoard, he will sacri- 
fice anything—principle, honor, reputation. To pres- 
serve it he will sacrifice even life itself. He is a 


willing martyr to his money. 
* * * 


But there are misers and misers. Substitute the 
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id “orders” for “pence” in the seventeenth-century 
incier’s. adage, and tell me if there are not in the 
modern world of business, unfortunately, men who 
|| sacrifice principle for orders, whose word and 
honor become secondary considerations with them 
when orders are to be obtained and goods sold. De- 
vit and double dealing are mere empty words to such 
nen when employed for the purpose of getting orders, 
and their animating spirit is akin to and as despicable 
as that of the miser who hoards a penny for the sole 
pleasure of seeing it grow into a pound and lets 
friends, honor, reputation, slip from him unconcerned 
—“a very covetous, sordid fellow.” 

But double dealing in business seldom pays in the 
long run, and those who are guilty of it are ever in 
danger of receiving a severe jolt, no matter how sanc- 
timonious and self-complacent they may be. Let me 
tell you a little true story of a recent case in which a 
miserly attempt to hold on to a hardware order, by 
means Of double dealing and disregard for truth, did 
not pay. 

Most of my readers in the hardware trade are dware 
that a certain jobber of St. Louis, riot altogether un- 
connected with the Norvell-Shapleigh Hardware Com- 
pany, is fond of stating in public with a sanctimonious 
air, that “a jobber’s first duty is to protect his cus- 
tomers.” My little story will demonstrate the curious 
dissimilarity between Jobber Norvell’s public state- 
ments and his actual business methods, and let me say 
right here that my information as to the case I am 
about to refer to came to me direct from the retail 
hardware dealers immediately concerned, with the 
view of giving the facts publicity for the benefit of 
the trade. 

“re 
In the town of Afton, Iowa, there are two hardware 
stores, the proprietors of which are understood to 
have been former customers. of the Norvell jobbing 
concern, M. W. Keating is one of these hardware 
merchants and Bolinger & Barnum are the other 
firm. Not long ago a stranger opened a racket 
store in the town and it came to the ears of the estab- 
lished hardware dealers that he had ordered something 
like $400. worth of cheap hardware from the Norvell- 
Shapleigh Company. At once the sanctimonious Nor- 
vell’s public statement, “A jobber’s first duty is to 
protect his customers,” leapt to their memory and they 
wrote to Jobber Norvell to see if he would practise 
what he had preached. They called his attention to 
the fact that the new racket store in Afton would 
come into direct competition with them as regular 
dealers in hardware, and I am informed by them that 
they received assurances from Jobber Norvell that the 
racket-store order placed with his concern would not 
be filled. ‘The hardware men relied upon his word 
and continued to regard him and his house with favor. 
Then, I am told, they woke up one fine day to find that 
the Norvell promises were apparently like piecrust, for 
the goods ordered by the racket store had been duly 
shipped by the Norvell concern and were placed on 
sale in Afton. 
S:: O19 
Both Mr, F. P. Bolinger and Mr. M. W. Keating 


‘formed me that they enlisted the aid of W. S. 
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Wright of Omaha, Nebraska, president of the Na- 

tional Hardware Association, and S. R. Miles of 

Mason City, lowa, vice-president of the National Re- 

tail Hardware Association; told them the facts in the 

case and demanded that they do what they could to 
prevent the shipment of goods to the racket store. 

Both dealers informed me that Messrs. Wright and 

Miles were promised by Jobber Norvell that the goods 

would not be shipped, and yet they were delivered. 

Both Mr. Bolinger and Mr. Keating told Tue 

AMERICAN ARTISAN that they got no satisfaction in 

the matter through President Wright or Vice-Presi- 

dent Miles, and they therefore asked THE AMERICAN 

ARTISAN to expose this transaction for the good of 

the trade, saying that they would not buy any more 

goods from the Norvell concern in St. Louis and that 
other loyal hardware retailers should not patronize the 
concern. 

The protests by the regular hardware dealers 
brought plenty of “hot air” and excuses from St. Louis, 
but no satisfaction, and the hardware men were forced 
to bend their energies in another direction. Soon, by 
united effort, the racket store was “run out of town” 
and the only hardware bought in Afton now is bought 
by the two regular dealers. 

But for awhile they did not buy any more goods 
from Jobber Norvell, after trying his brand of “protec- 
tion.” Not much! In the vernacular of the streets, 
they didn’t have to. The Norvell representatives got a 
cool reception in Afton, and the two hardware dealers 
found no difficulty in placing their regular orders else- 
where, for in the jobbing trade there are others—less 
sanctimonious to outward appearance, but with a 
higher regard for principle than for orders; less fond 
of prating in public about protecting their customers, 
but more apt to do it in reality. 

Some time after the occurrences above referred to 
the stock of Bolinger & Barnum was destroyed by fire 
and it became necessary for them to buy a fresh stock 
of several thousand dollars’ worth of hardware. They 
bought the new stock from St. Louis jobbers, but not 
a dollar’s worth, I understand, from the Norvell firm. 

Those who preach should be prepared to practise. 
Double dealing does not pay. 

*x* * * 

But there is a sequel to my story. Recently some- 
body interested in the matter was informed that the 
transaction had been reported to THE AMERICAN 
ARTISAN and that it was likely to be exposed to the 
bright light of publicity—and now I am told that there 
is a possibility of adjustment of the ‘affair. This, 
after Mr. Bolinger and Mr. Keating reported the 
facts to this paper for the purpose of publishing them 
to the trade at large, is another feather in the cap of 
THE AMERICAN ARTISAN. It is evident that this paper 
can do much more to “adjust” such matters than the 
association officials whose aid was enlisted by the 
Afton, Iowa, dealers, as they say, “without satisfac- 
tory result.” 

THE AMERICAN ARTISAN is always ready to lend its 
aid in adjusting such affairs in the interests of the 
loyal retailer, and I wish to repeat in conclusion that 
double dealing does not pay, even when indulged in 
by the wearer of a sanctimonious mask.

MEXICAN HARDWARE TRADE. 





General hardware, like machinery, is a business in 
which the United States has a large lead in Mexico, 
says Consul-General Philip C. Hanna, writing from 
Monterey to the Department of Commerce and Labor. 
Nearly all shelf hardware comes from the United 
States. The American tools are found to be superior 
to those brought from any other country. It is under- 
stood that England comes next in excellence of ma- 
terial, but falls behind in finish. Dealers report that 
English saws, for instance, are of quite as good metal 
as those brought from the United States, but the 
handles are not polished and the blades have not the 
sheen that the saws from the United States have. 
Consequently, when the goods are shown side by side 
the buyer almost invariably takes the American make. 
A comparison of prices shows very little difference, 
but the availability of the article from the standpoint 
of the dealer is almost wholly determined by its ap- 
pearance, 

In regard to tools, locks, screws, etc., the Germans 
have little opportunity for competition, except on the 
cheaper grades. - But in other lines of hardware Ger- 
many and England have leads over the United States. 
This is most apparent in cutlery. In pocketknives 
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England is almost without rivalry. English knives are 
not cheaper than those made in the United States, so 
dealers say, but they are better and in more demand. 
“It is a strange thing,” says one dealer, “that the 
Americans can make the best of carpenter’s tools and 
yet cannot equal England in the making of pocket- 
knives.” In table cutlery German manufacturers do a 
large business in Mexico, not for the reason that their 
wares are superior, but they are cheaper. 

While most of the agricultural implements used in 
Mexico, especially plows and heavier machinery, come 
from the United States, it may surprise some Ameri- 
cans to know that nearly all of the hoes used here are 
made in England, while imports of shovels and spades 
are almost equally divided between Germany and Eng- 
land, and those nations practically control the trade 
in this line of goods in this country. The only appar- 
ent reason for this is that this line of goods is not 
being properly offered in Mexico by American manu- 
facturers. 

COMPETITION IN BARBED WIRE. 

Up to a short time ago the United States had a prac- 
tical monopoly of the trade in barbed wire in this 
country, but now German barbed wire is being intro- 
duced, looking very much like the American article, 
and it remains for a trial to determine which is best 
and cheapest. 

To enumerate the articles of common use in this 
country and their origin the following might be men- 
tioned: Corrugated roofing comes mostly from Eng- 
land and partly from the United States; Portland ce- 
ment, almost wholly from England and Germany ; 
sheet iron from England and the United States; tin 
plate nearly all from England; woodenware almost 
exclusively from the United States; stoves are from 
the United States, with the exception of inferior kinds 
made in Mexico; tinware is mostly from the United 
States, and enameled ware is nearly all from Germany. 

In making his selections, the merchant considers 
what will best suit his trade, and thus it sometimes 
happens that he has to buy a similar article from two 
or three nations in order to satisfy the demand. The 
mere matter of the difference in shape between a gal- 
vanized pail made in the United States and one made 
in England forces the requirement. of keeping both 
kinds in stock. Some customers want the American tin 
bucket with a broad bottom while others want the 
English kind, which is shaped like a truncated cone. 
Of course one kind could be made as easily as the 
other in the United States. 

HOW ONE FIRM- WAS SUCCESSFUL, f 

An instance of adapting their products to foreign 
requirements, which appears rather unusual among 
American manufacturers, has recently been shown by 
the manufacturers of a certain lock. It has generally 
been understood that the American lock, with its small 
key, perfectly safe and sure, yet convenient and re- 

sponsive, is the best lock the world has ever produced, 
but still there are those who must be convinced. A 
representative of this lock company came to Mexico 
and found that certain people preferred either the 
Mexican lock, with its key as big as that that once 
opened the doors of the Bastile, or else the French 
lock, with its convenient hand-bolt. Taking a note 
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that combines the strength of the Mexican with the 
convenience of the French, both to be operated with 
a key as small as the blade of a penknife, and now he 
has the lock trade of this country. If other lines of 
American manufacture would equally adapt them- 
selves to the foreign trade there would be less worry 
about competition. 


“SPRING PAINTING.” 








A spring booklet of artistic merit and seasonable in- 
terest- has been issued by the Joseph Dixon Crucible 
Company of Jersey City, New Jersey, under the title 
“Spring Painting.”

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HOW TO TAKE INVENTORY. 





At the last annual convention of the Iowa hardware 
retailers Mr. Paul C. De Vol of Council Bluffs, now 
president of the Iowa association, made the following 
remarks on the subject, “Inventory—How to Take”: 


Inventory has been a source of a great deal of annoyance 
to me in the last sixteen years, involving, as it always does, 
grief, worry and long hours, mixed with a great deal of 
black, sticky, musty dirt. An inventory is a good cultivator 
of patience, unless indeed it causes a man to lose what stock 
of patience he may have prior to beginning to take down 
and figure up his stock. — 

I will not attempt to tell you how an inventory should 
be taken, or the right way to take one. I think every man 
has his own individual way of taking stock and some may 
have far better ways than mine. However, I will tell you 
how I take an inventory from my past experience. 

I have taken inventories several different ways, and the 
way we are now using is, I believe, the easiest and best way 
to take stock. We close our books on the first of February 
of each year, consequently with the limited help we have at 
our disposal, it requires us to commence invoicing on the 
15th of January. Right after the holidays we commence 
straightening up the stock, and prepare to count the broken 
packages on our shelves. We straighten up the goods, ar- 
range same for invoicing, clean up the cellars, tin-shop and 
our wareroom where we carry our surplus goods, and we 
have everything clean, arranged and ready before we com- 
mence to take down stock. 

On the fifteenth of January we commence at the front 
end of our builders’ hardware and shelf-goods department, 
and we count the number of article in each broken package 
and place a slip of paper on each article, stating the quantity, 
number, size and cost of same. After we have counted 
same we commence to take the stock down, which takes a 
very short time as we have two men taking down and two 
men calling the stock at the same time; and if we had more 
‘men in our employ that were competent for this kind of 
work we would work as many crews of two men each as 
we could to get the stock down on paper just as quickly as 
possible. The sooner the better for if the slips are left too 
long on the shelves you will find that some will get lost, 
which is undesirable as it requires you to stop and recount 
the box, causing delay. And again if the slip is lost you 
might omit calling some article which would not appear on 
the invoice; but if you are careful, by having your stock 
arranged right on the shelf and the man calling has his eyes 
open for any lost tickets, I believe you will have very little 
trouble in this direction. 

QUANTITIES AND COST MARKS. 

In regard to these slips, it is very important that you 
should put the quantity down by the dozen when the cost 
mark on the goods is by the dozen, and if the cost mark is 
by the piece put the quantity down as such and not by the 
dozen. The same thing applies to the man calling off the 
stock. We should be careful and call the articles by the 
dozen if so marked, or each as the case may be. 

It is very important that you get the stock down on your 
invoice in proper form. We try, so far as possible, to get 
the different classes of goods down on our invoice by them- 
selves, and avoid scattering them, as we may wish to know 
what we have invested in certain classes of goods and it 
enables us to figure them by lists and discount to better ad- 
vantage in getting the market prices. We use a loose-leaf 
order sheet similar to the order sheets used by the whole- 
salers, which have a net price column, a list column and a 
third column for extending the final prices of each article. 
We number these, sheets consecutively as we go along in 
taking down our invoice so that we can keep track of the 
number of pages. 

Our shelving is constructed in sections, there being 
twenty sections in all. We designate these sections as “Upper 
Section” or “Lower Section” on our invoice sheets. For in- 
stance, we start with “Upper Section No. 1,” which takes in 
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all the full or unbroken packages in section one, and wh n 
these goods are taken-we take “Lower Section No. 1,” wh:ch 
contains the broken packages, and we continue this meth. { 
through the entire twenty sections. The advantage of h:\- 
ing the goods in these sections is that we can refer to a.) 
article in our shelves from our invoice. We know just 
where to locate it from the invoice and a great many tim ; 
we have occasion to consult our invoice in order to loca'e 
certain goods. It also familiarizes our clerks with the placis 
for different classes of goods and they have no difficulty in 
putting new goods away on the shelves, after they have 
been received, marked and are ready to be put in their proper 
places. 
NET PRICES IN PLAIN FIGURES. 

In taking down our invoices we put the net price of each 
article in the “Net” column in plain figures, and if we know 
there has been a very great change in price on these articles 
we will put the price down in our cost mark. This enables 
us to look the price up when we are extending the shects, 
and if the price has changed we invoice the article at market 
price. We also mark this item with a blue pencil, and after 
we have figured the invoice we run through it and re-mark 
all the goods in our stock that have this blue pencil mark. 
This method keeps us in touch with changes in the market 
prices of our goods. 

As far as possiblé we try to get as near the market price 
as we can. I wish to state right here that the retailers-owe 
a great deal of their advancement in late years to the efforts 
being made by the jobbers to keep them in touch with the 
markets through the loose leaf catalogues and discount sheets 
accompanying the same. We have loose-leaf catalogues to- 
day that keep you within thirty to sixty days of the market, 
and you will find it a great help in pricing up your inven- 
tory to use these catalogues. Goods sold by list and dis- 
count we put down in g list column on our sheets and figure 


-the discount from the total list price. In case I wish to 


know how much money we have invested in certain classes 
of goods we will start a new sheet, heading it with the 
name of the goods, and using as many sheets as may be 
required. By adding the footings of these sheets we get 
the atiount invested in the goods so classified. In case we 
wish to reduce or increase the stock in these articles we 
know just what to do. The invoice tells us and we buy 
accordingly. We try to keep our inventory in such shape 
that we can refer to it at any time and see just what quan- 
tity, sizes or numbers of an article we had in stock when 
we invoiced. It helps us in future purchases of goods, espe- 
cially spring and fall goods. 
PROPER ARRANGEMENT OF STOCK. 


There is great advantage in having your stock arranged 
right on your shelves, that is, in having the different classes 
of goods by themselves. Do not misplace goods or put the 
goods on the shelves regardless of the permanent place for 
them. Have a place for everything and, as nearly as possible, 
keep goods in their right places on the shelves. Get as near 
the market price as you can when figuring up your invoice. 
Do not figure nails at the price you bought them six months 
or so ago. Figure them at market. It is the right way to 
figure them, and if you made a good buy it is to your ad- 
vantage to show a gain on your invoice. This does not 
apply only to nails, it means every piece of goods in your 
store. I just mention nails in this instance as I remember 
when I was on the road selling goods a few years ago I ran 
actoss a dealer in my territory who bought nails early in the 
spring at $1.95. Nails advanced 35 cents during the year 
and when he took his inventory he took the nails at the old 
price, $1.95, and when I asked this dealer what his reason 
was for doing so he informed me that his competitor was 
just about out of nails and had to buy and he, the dealer, 
could sell his nails at a closer figure than his competitor. 
You will see how inconsistent this dealer was. He would sit 
up nights thinking of some means to drag his competitor 
down when he should have been thinking of some way to 
get a little closer in a friendly way to his competitor, which 
would have been the means of his getting a better price for 
his nails than he was getting at the time. 
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ASBESTOS ON FURNACE PIPES. 

















|.etters continue to reach us on the subject of the 
use of asbestos paper on furnace pipes, brought up by 
“Inquirer” of Sioux Falls, South Dakota, in our issue 
of March 30. The first letter printed below takes 
a view of the subject somewhat different from those 
of the majority. 

From a Heating Engineer. 
To THe AMERICAN ARTISAN: 

In answer to the item in your issue of April 13th 
regarding asbestos paper for furnace pipes, would say 
I don’t recommend or use asbestos wrapped wall pipes 
only where I am compelled to, as I don’t consider as- 
bestos paper a nonconductor for one thing, and there 
is always danger of mice getting into the partitions 
and cutting the paper.off to make nests, in which case 
the pipe would be exposed. I consider a double pipe 
much better—that is, a pipe having neat, tight fitting 
slip joints. I have seen many a double pipe which was 
not as good as a single pipe covered, on account of the 
poor fitting joints, 

As to the covering the round furnace pipes in the 
cellar, I figure that this does some good, and the 
thicker the covering the more good it does. This is 
natural, although it is a question whether it is any 
particular advantage when you keep in mind that the 
heat radiated from the heat pipes keeps the floors of 
the first floor warm, which keeps one’s feet warm. 
My candid opinion is if the purchaser of a furnace 
would add ten to twenty dollars which it costs to cover 
the pipes to the furnace and get one size larger fur- 
nace he would be better off and so would the dealer 
who made the sale. If the truth was known a great 
deal of the pipe covering has been done to cover up a 
case where the dealer has installed too small a furnace 
and in this way covers up his shortage. By charging 
the customer for covering, he comes out all right after 
cutting some dealer out of a job who figured on a fur- 
nace large enough, and, of course, his price was a little 
higher, Yours truly,

13th and 20th. It seems to be the opinion of most of the 
writers that the thicker the better, but there is the great 
objection of cost. To overcome the objection of cost and 

me of the objections of those who do not think a thin 
vering is of any benefit, we will suggest a plan which we 

have used to quite am extent and has proven very effective. 
e one thickness of No. 14 asbestos paper on pipe and 
en take strip about 6 inch wide and long enough to go 
‘ound pipe to be covered, paste it and fold together about 
« times, which will leave a strip about 1 inch wide. Put 
se strips around the pipe about 8 to 10 inches apart, then 
t on another sheet of asbestos paper. This will give you 
) layers of asbestos and dead air space of about 5% inch. 
e furnace casing can be covered in the same manner. 
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We believe this is a more effectual covering than twice 
its thickness of solid asbestos and costs a great deal less. 
We would like to hear the opinion of some others in regard

Asbestos Almost Indispensable. 


To THE AMERICAN ARTISAN: 

Regarding the use of asbestos paper on furnace pipe, will 
say to “Inquirer” that we consider it almost indispensable, as 
it not only preserves the pipe and keeps it from rusting in 
basements that are at all damp during the summer months, 
but it prevents the pipe from acting as a conductor for cold 
air and while we presume that the thicker the asbestos is the 
better, at the same time we would consider ten-pound paper 
amply heavy for all ordinary requirements. 

We do not consider asbestos paper on wallpipes as val- 
uable as where it is placed on basement pipes and recommend 
double ventilated wallpipes placed in the partition where 
they are inclosed with lath and plaster as being more desir- 
able and safer than single wallpipe wrapped with asbestos 
paper. We, however, heartily recommend having all base- 
ment pipes and fittings neatly covered with a good grade of 
asbestos paper and believe that the saving in fuel for one 
year will fully pay the expense of having the pipes and fit- 
tings covered with asbestos. In the meantime, we beg to

One Wrap Is Not Sufficient. 


To' THe AMERICAN ARTISAN: 

Hot air furnace pipes and ducts, when covered with any 
suitable material, will prevent the pipes from becoming 
chilled, by reason of the lower temperature of the surround- 
ing air in basement or other rooms in buildings where heat 
is not required. The pipes when chilled become filled with 
cold air, which being heavier than the warm air will retard 
the circulation or proper flow of the latter. This is partjcu- 
larly the case where the longest horizontal lengths of pipes 
run from the furnace in the direction of the coldest part of 
the building, which is most subjected to the effects of strong 
cold winds. The shorter lengths of pipes lead vertically, as 
a rule, direct from the furnace, and consequently it is not 
difficult to maintain a uniform flow of hot air through them. 
When the air in long horizontal pipes becomes chilled, if 
the pipes are not insulated, it is necessary to turn the damper 
and stop the flow of heated air through the short vertical 
pipes, unti! the cold air has been forced through the hori- 
zontal pipes, and this action must be repeated frequently dur- 
ing severely cold weather. 

The best results are obtained by using an insulating ma- 
terial, such as asbestos, not less than one-quarter inch in 
thickness, although there would be economy in increasing the 
thickness to one-half inch, or in some cases more, depending 
upon the nature of the material used and the exposure of 
the building to be heated. Plain asbestos paper is frequently 
used, but when this form of insulation is used, there should 
be two or more layers put on loosely enough to allow an air 
space, sealing the joints. One wrap of asbestos paper is not 
an adequate insulation, although there would be some ef- 
ficiency in even one wrap of paper put on loosely with the 
joints sealed so as to form an air space. 

Proper insulation will not only tend to make all floors 
of the building comfortable, but will effect a very great sav- 
ing in fuel, which is a very important factor, the cost of 
the insulation frequently being offset by the saving of fuel 
in less than one month. The same results, to a somewhat 
less extent, may be obtained by covering all of the exposed 
surfaces of the furnace.

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ANOTHER STEEL SQUARE QUERY ANSWERED. 








To THE AMERICAN ARTISAN: 

I wish to answer “Another Steel Square Inquiry,” 
by Brother A. A. Jones, published in yeur issue of 
April 6th. He asks: | 

“If 12 and 12 inches on a steel square cut a miter, 
why won’t 6 and 12 inches on the steel square cut an 
octagon, or in other words, why does it take 5 and 12 
inches on the steel square to cut an octagon?” 

In the first place 5 and 12 inches on the square is

not exactly the true cut for an octagon, the exact ratio 
being 4.9705632 and 12. 

In the next place, the reason is because the tangent 
to a 45° arc is just equal to the radius of the arc, while 


“the tangent to half the arc, of 2234°, is less than half 


the length of the 45° tangent. 
For illustration refer to Fig. 1, and let A B be a 
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radius of 12 inches, A C a tangent of 12 inches; » je, 
B C is a secant of about 17 inches, and is at an a gle 
of 45° A B. Bisecting the angle we have the se. int 
B D at an angle of 22%° whose tangent is A D, w’ ich 
is less than half the length of the tangent A C in the 
proportion of 4.97, etc., to 12 inches. 


To lay off an octagon without the use of a circle, 
or a center, and with no internal lines whatever, a very 
accurate method is to use the steel square, and ise 
only 12 and 12, or 6 and 6, or any convenient nim- 
bers, using the same figure on the blade as on the 
tongue, and placing both figures on the line last drawn 
with one at the point of intersection with the next 
line in order. If care is used in the measurements this 
method will be found to be absolutely correct. The

process is shown in Fig. 2, which is’ drawn to a 
smaller scale than Fig. 1, being 1 to 12, while Fig. 1 is 
drawn to the scale of 1% to 12. 

In Fig. 2, A B is the first side drawn, in this case 14 
inches long. Then the square is placed on the line at 
figures 8 and 8, with 8 on the blade just at une end 
B of the line, and the next side B C drawn along the 
blade, and the square swung around onto B C as 
shown by dotted outline. Continue this process until 
all the sides have been drawn, and if care is used in 
placing the square, and in the length of the lines, they 
will meet very accurately at the last.

At the time that I 
solved this ship problem, and in order to get a base 
within the radius of the steel square, I used a contin- 
uous straight edge on tongue and blade, marked off 
with 12ths of an inch, and when the 6-knot vessel 
changed her course to overtake the vessel running 5 
knots, I took 6 knots on the hypothenuse line, and 5 
knots on the base line, counting the same numbers, 6 
and 5, until the base and hypothenuse lines came to- 
gether. Then I took one-sixth of the entire distance, 
and found that 3 inches on the tongue and 16 4-11 
inches on the blade would be a rule to set the bevel, by 
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which any distance could be determined at the same 
speed of 5 and 6 knots per hour. 

Thanking you for your kindness, and hoping Broth- 
er Osborne and I will not disagree after things are

RECOVERING TIN FROM TIN-PLATES, 





By far the largest proportion of the tin used in the 
arts is employed for making tin-plates, and these, in 
turn, are mainly used for making the tins in which 
various comestibles are preserved. The total weight 
of the tin on the plating is said to average 5 per cent 
of the total weight of the sheet; and there has been 
in the past great difficulty in recovering this tin by a 
commercially profitable process, in spite of the high 
price of the metal. That contained in the solder used 
in making the joints of the tin can be, and is, re- 
covered by simply heating the tins sufficiently hot to 
cause the solder to flow; but this process is useless as 
a means of recovering the rest of the metal. This 
feat is now being successfully accomplished at Copen- 
hagen by the Gergsoe process, says the German tech- 
nical journal, Electrotechnische Zeitschrift. In this a 
solution of stannic chloride is passed over the tinned 
surface when it takes up further tin, forming the stan- 
nous salt. The latter is then electrolyzed, the addi- 
tional tin dissolved is deposited, and stannic chloride 
reformed. The tins can, it is stated, be treated with- 
out requiring a preliminary cleansing. A hole is 
punched in the bottom of each, and a number are then 
placed in a basket, in which they remain during the 
whole of the subsequent treatment. When filled, the 
baskets are placed in a series of tanks, through which 
flows a 2 per cent solution of stannic chloride. As 
this solution flows from tank to tank it gradually be- 
comes richer and richer in tin by forming the stan- 
nous salt of the metal, as explained above. From 
the last tank of the series it is raised into the elec- 
trolytic vats by a pump constructed entirely of brass, 
so as to be unacted on by the fluid passing through. 
Here the stannous chloride is again reduced to stan- 
nic chloride, which is returned to the dissolving vats, 
whence it picks up more tin, to be again regenerated 
by electrolysis. The process is therefore a cyclical 
one. The tin is deposited in small crystals measuring 
about 1-50 inch long. Being perfectly pure, it is 
salable at the same price as Banca. The energy ex- 
pended in the electrolysis is said to be 47 kilowatt- 
hours per ton of the metal recovered. Though, as 
stated, the process is a cyclical one, the same solution 
cannot be used for more than three or four rounds of 
the vats, since it becomes charged with chloride of 
iron.

FIRST COPPER WORKS IN AMERICA. 








The copper business had its beginning in this coun- 
try in Baltimore. A little more than half a century 
ago a little copper-smelting plant was established at 
Locust Point, the first of its kind on this side of the 
Atlantic. In the late 40’s a party of Baltimore capi- 
talists who were interested in copper properties in 
South America conceived the idea of smelting the 
product of their mines in America, instead of ship- 
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ping it to the Welsh, refineries, as had been the c\:s- 
tom for a number of years, A site for the plant \.s 
secured at Locust Point, and a smelting works \ 1s 
erected thereon. Thus was inaugurated the first cop- 
per-sthelting industry in America. Since then the 
business has grown with rapid strides, until to-day 1) 
United States is regarded as the greatest copper mari 
in the world.—Baltimore Sun. 
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A SUBSTITUTE FOR COPPER. 








Coming at a time when copper is selling at 26c 
any announcement of the discovery of a substitute 
for the red metal is naturally given more attention 
than was formerly accorded these periodical false 
alarms, says Copper and Brass of Detroit. For years 
scientists have been working along different lines, 
searching for a cheaper metal that could be substituted 
for copper, especially in its electrical uses. 

Of late, aluminum has been made the basis for ex- 
tensive experiments in this line, and this light metal 
combined with cobalt forms an alloy which, according 
to eastern metallurgists, fills the wants of electrical 
men better than copper does, and costs far less. 

William C. Davis, of Readsboro, Vt., is the discov- 
erer of this latest alloy and by tests recently made in 
the plant of the Stanley Electrical Manufacturing Co.; 
in Pittsfield, Mass., current report says that it was 
demonstrated beyond a doubt that the new alloy will 
become a rival of copper in the electrical supply mar- 
ket. 

The Pittsfield Eagle says regarding the tests of the 
Davis alloy: 

“Mr. Davis has just completed his analysis of alum- 
inum, and cobalt alloy which was tested in the Stanley 
shops. The test was primarily designed to determine 
whether, for all electrical purposes, the new metal was 
not superior to copper, and the results show unmis- 
takably that it is. 

“Announcement of this conclusion is of immense 
importance for a variety of reasons, not the least of 
which is the fact that the bullion price of the alumi- 
num alloy will be about 18 cents a pound, whereas 
the bullion price of copper to-day is 26 cents a pound. 
The alloy can be produced in quantity at a much lower 
figure. 

“Mr. Davis states that there is no limit to the 
amount of aluminum and cobalt that can be procured. 
Indeed, the supply is well-nigh inexhaustible. Mr. 
Davis is engaging in mining and experimenting in 
Readsboro. His ‘plant’ is well known to electricians 
and other scientific men all through this section and 
his name is not unknown abroad.” 

In spite of the enthusiasm of the inventor and his 
associates, electricians and metallurgists take all of 
the announcement with a grain of salt and are skep- 
tical as to the permanent value of the experiments.

The new con- 
cern, if it obtains the concession, will import black 
plate. and sheet iron as raw material for its industry.” 

From English sources it is learned that the world’s 
production of spelter during 1906 is placed at 688,300 
tons of 2,240 pounds, ‘as compared with 647,720 tons 
in 1905. Europe is credited in 1906 with 491,045 tons, 
of which Belgium produced 150,060 tons; Rhine, 67,- 
615; the Netherlands, 14,420; Great Britain, 51,670; 
France and Spain, 52,940; Silesia, 134,180; Poland, 
9,460, and Austria and Italy, 10,610. Australia pro- 
duced 1,010 tons, and the United States 196,545 tons, 
against 180,360 tons in 1905. America showed the 
largest increase of any of the countries. 

The opening of the Gas City tin plate mills, which 
had been idle for the past eighteen ‘months, is followed 
by the announcement that the Muncie plant of the 
American Sheet & Tin Plate Company, the Midland 
Works in Muncie, Ind., is to undergo repairs and en- 
largements on an extensive scale. All branches of the 
producing and finishing departments, it is said, are to 
be overhauled and additions made that will make the 
plant the largest sheet mill west of Pittsburg.

In 1887 the output in- 
creased to 18,000 pounds, which in 1890 increased to 
61,281 pounds; after which time this industry in- 
creased by leaps and bounds until we find in 1895 an 
output of 920,000 pounds. In 1900 the output had in- 
creased to 7,150,000 pounds and in 1905 the output 
reached 10,000,000 pounds. In 1905 the consumption 
of aluminum in the United States had so increased that 
even this output failed to meet demands.

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Cobalt is a tough, lustrous, reddish white metal of 
the iron group, not easily fusible and somewhat mag- 
netic. Atomic weight, 59.1. It occurs in nature in 
combination with arsenic, sulphur and oxygen, and is 


obtained from its ores, smaltite, cobaltite, asbolite, etc. 


Its oxide colors glass or any flux, as borax, a fine blue, 
and is used in the manufacture of smalt (a blue pig- 
ment, vitreous in substance, made of cobalt, potash 
and calcined quartz fused and reduced to a powder). 
It is frequently associated with nickel, and both are 
characteristic ingredients of meteoric iron. 
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A bug has been discovered in Chicago which has 
a propensity for eating the lead covering over under- 
ground telegraph and telephone cable. According to 
Popular Mechanics, this bug with the lead appetite 
was discovered by experts from the Underwriters’ 
laboratories through an investigation of trouble on 
fire alarm wires at thé stockyards. The discovery has 
opened. up the question of the possible fire dangers 
through the eating up of the insulation on high cur- 
rent wires, especially as similar troubles have been re- 
ported at other places.

HARDWARE. 


There are indications everywhere that a large busi- 
ness in hardware is expected during the spring and 
summer seasons. In spite of unseasonable weather in 
some parts of the country the past week has been full 
of activity in jobbing circles and a brisk demand in all 
lines of hardware sold at this season is general. There 
is a good market for builders’ hardware, especially in 
the West and Southwest, and manufacturers of most 
staple lines continue far behind on orders. Shortage 

of raw material is still complained of and prices re- 
main firm. : 

In the far West the hardware trade is reported 
“rushing.” With the opening of spring, there is a 
great demand for garden hose, rakes, lawn mowers, 
cutters, etc., also for automobile supplies and sundries, 
assayers’ supplies, and builders’ hardware. Refriger- 
ators and ice cream freezers are finding a ready sale, 
and dealers report many inquiries for mining machin- 
ery and supplies. Collections, however, are reported 
as poor, though why this should be so with business 
seemingly so good is one of the things no oné seems 
able to explain. 

In wire nails the new business coming forward has 
led manufacturers to give up hope of catching up on 
old orders. Stocks in jobbers’ hands are reported lew. 
and the cominencement of the building activity in all 
parts of the country will only serve to aggravate con- 
ditions. Demand for cut nails has been somewhat 
lighter. 

In barb and fence wire, as in nails, the) shortage 
of steel and the scarcity of cars continue to hinder 
deliveries. 





MERCHANT BARS. 


The Western bar iron market has developed scme 
weakness, with consequent irregularity in prices. 
Mills are busy with orders notwithstanding the weak- 
ness, and there is every prospect of a return of 
strength to the market. On new tonnage the Chicago 
market is firm at $1.65 Pittsburgh for carload lots. 
Steel bars are in good demand at unchanged prices.

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Matthew Addy & Company, Cincinnati, will say in their 
weekly report: 

“Large sales and a steady run of heavy inquiries mark the 
record for the week. Business has been on a broad scale. 
Apparently but little iron is left for the second and third 

tters of the year, and the only iron that is offered freely 
is that for fourth quarter delivery. But at the rate at which 
the October, November and December iron is being sold, even 
that will soon be picked over, and only the remnants will 
be left on the bargain counter. The best way of showing 
the feeling that some-consumers have regarding the market 
is that there have been serious requests for prices for 1908. 
To even discuss iron -for deliveries so far ahead shows con- 
fidence in the.continuamee of present conditions. 

“Foundry iron has been. more in demand, comparatively 
speaking, than other kinds of metal this week. Orders have 
been for all. kinds of tonnages from carlead lots up to 
5,000 tons, deliveries as a rule scattered over the last half 
of the year. Some malleable and some basic have been sold; 
in fact, the market has been active in every line, but the 
foundry trade was a little later than others in realizing 
the situation, and during this-week it has come to life with a 
vengeance. 

“The very brisk buying which -has characterized April 
thus far has decidedly changed the situation. It is im- 
possible to longer question the market for the balance of the 
year. An accomplished fact does not admit of doubt, and 
the market for the balance of the year is absolutely settled 
hy the fact that an overwhelming part of all the iron that can 
be made in 1907 has already been sold. So it is not fo be 
wondered at that the general sentiment of consumers and 
producers is buoyant, enthusiastic and optimistic. 

“The -week in coke has been something like the -week 
in pig iron. There have been heavy sales and there is a 
heavy inquiry. This was to have been expected, however, 
. eh the season of the year for large coke contracts to be 
closed.” 





Rogers, Brown & Co., Cincinnati, will say in their weekly 
report: 

“Quietly and steadily conditions in the pig iron trade pre- 
sent themselves in stronger aspect each succeeding week. 
During the past few days it has been evident that there is 
still a very large unplaced tonnage during the last half, which 
from time to time is going to appear as heavy buying. This 
periodical recurrence of large inquiry for continued periods 
ahead, shows conclusively that there will be a demand during 
the balance of the year which, in the face of crowded order 
books and furnaces withdrawing from the market, will create 
such a balance between supply and demand which can only 
result in @ strong market. There has been no question for 
several weeks as to the trend and condition of the pig iron 
martket for both spot delivery and for shipment prior to July 

st. This has been absolutely strong. The last few days have 

onstrated that unless some very unusual industrial catas- 
trophe ocgurs or some serious blow to crop conditions, which 
now seem almost improbable, the trend of the market will 
continue on its present plane during 1907. 

“Furnaces continue to withdraw from the market for 
varying periods ahead, judging their orders books are as full 
as will permit of their handling the estimated make in satis- 
factory manner, The stock of iron om furnace yards in the 
South continues to be reduced and now is estimated at not 
more than 12,000 tons inal]. The car movement has im- 
proved from what it was a month or six weeks ago. How- 
ever, it is not felt that production in the South is holding its 
own on account of large number of stacks out of blast for 
repairs and other reasons. 

“In the North the situation seems to be even stronger 
and furnaces are more pafticular in selecting business and 
taking chances than they are in the South. Ordinary grades 
generally in greatest demand are almost impossible to obtain 
for anything like early shipment, and as a result high grades 
and off grades, for which furnaces do not generally contract 
ahead, are heing readily taken and being used up promptly. 
It ars that every ton of iron received goes at once into 
Suey melt and specialties are having fairly good call. On 
account of difficulty experienced by many foundries in run- 
ning on regular mixture, due to inability to obtain iron 
already contracted for, there is considerable experimenting 
being done accordingly. 

“The season of lake navigation, instead of opening about 
the middle of April as has been firmly expected, has been 
-delayed, much to the disappointment .of those interested in 
large.ore records for the coming season. 

- “Steel output figures for 1906 are interesting and show 
mest conclusively in the increase of twenty-two per cent pro- 
ion open hearth against twelve per cent Bessemer, the 
strides taken by the former process. Figures for 1906 showed 
that the United States made almost half the steel in the world, 
almost forty-eight per cent; the output in the United States 
I tons.
